who yesterday was sentenced to the 
work house in Indianapolis until his 
first wife divorces him and Lingen- 
lelder divorces hi> first 
wife, the 
presnt Mrs. Isaacs. 
The first step in the divorcing and 
remarrying of the four people in­ 
volved was taken here today when 
Lingenfelder brought suit for a di­ 
vorce from his first wife, who has 
given birth to four children by Isaacs 
but who swore in court that she had 
never Wen married to Isaacs in order 
lo escape being prosecuted for big­ 
amy. 
The divorce complaint by Lingen- 
felder says that he and Iii" first wife 
were married in Jeffersonville, Ind., 
June 4. 1893. Ile makes a 
a n i­ 
ons charge against lier in regard to 
l ei* relations with 
George 
Isaacs, 
who was a hoarder at their home 
when they resided in Indianapolis. 
The complaint state- 
that 
Mrs. 
Lingenfelder abandoned lier husband 
January 3, 1905, after having lived 
with Ii im little more than ll years. The 
Indianapolis Star says 
today that 
three months 
after Isaacs 
came 
to lroard at the Linge ii folder's home. 
Mr-. Myrtle Lingenfelder 
left 
her 
husband and went to live with Isaacs. 
They have lrecri living together ever 
since. 
Lingenfelder’* divorce suit 
will 
probably come up next term of court, 
which opens in a few week-. Lingen­ 
felder says that he will live under his 
assumed name. Edward 61oan, which 
name he has used during his seven 
year-’ residence here, until his di­ 
vorce i- procured. Then he declares 
lie will remarry his present wife un­ 
der hi- real mime and will Ire known 
by that name henceforth. 
No « lie hold- Lingenfelder respon­ 
sible for hi- part in the bigamy tan­ 
gle. 
The potiee court judge in Tndi- 
anapoli- did not hold him responsible 
else he would 
have 
ordered 
him 
prosecuted. 
When Mrs. Myrtle Lin­ 
genfelder abandoned him and went 
to live with Isaacs, he naturally sup­ 


p o se d they were married. 
The three-cornered 
mix-up 
was 
discovered when Mr-, Loin Isaacs of 
Columba-. O.. went to Indianapolis 
’ast week to file -nit against lier hus­ 
band iii order to recover a sum of 
monev and found that be bad b^en 
married 
again. 
This 
revelation 
brought out the fact that Isaacs sec­ 
ond wife had never been divorced 
from ber fir-t husband. TJngmfelder, 
who al-o bad married again. 
Mrs. Tsaaes bas returned to Co­ 
lumbus and will apply for divorce at 
once. 
Due to the law in Ohio. she 
can md get a decree of separation 
in less than ninety days. 
So Isaacs 
will hare at least that time to serve 
in the Indianapolis workhouse.

The Railroad Commission of Indi­ 
ana issued orders yesterday for the 
installation of automatic block sig­ 
nals on nine interurban lines includ­ 
ing the Indianapolis and Cincinnati 
Traction Company. The I. & C. will 
u-e the Simmen system on its two di* 
is ion s. 
The cost of installing the 
automatic blocks 
is approximately 
$1,000 a mile. 
The commi—ion 
heretofore 
has 
Approved the installation of the Sim­ 
men system on eighteen miles of the 
ndianapolis and Cincinnati Traction 
Company. The system is used on the 
Greensburg 
division 
between 
the 
junction and Shelbyville. 
The order 
of the commission means that 
the 
entire system will lie equipped with 
the Simmen block. 
The orders were 
ssued under the 
block 
signal act 
passed by the recent General Assem­ 
bly and the signals are to be in oper­ 
ation by July, 1913. 


A litigation which has 
continued 
intermittenly for seven years came 
to an end when a jury at Columbus 
Thursday afternoon gave a verdict 
to Fred Wolf, plaintiff in the cele 
bruted Wolf case, for $2,000. 
The Wolfe case is famous because 
it has been tried five times—twice at 
Rushville and three times at Colum­ 
bus.

Tile father brought -nit for $10,- 
000 against the company, 
alleging 
that the accident was the result of a 
wrong signal given by the conductor 
of the train. 
The case was tried In*fore Special 
fudge W. Honaker in Columbus, hav­ 
ing been begun on the last day of the 
September term, and was then con­ 
tinued in vacation until its conclu­ 
sion. 
It is reported that attorneys 
for 
the plaintiff, Wolf. offered 
to 
compromise the case for $500. 
Iii addition to agreeing 
upon 
a 
general verdict the jury had to an­ 
swer fifty-eight interrogatories sub­ 
mitted by attorneys for the railroad 
company. 
After the 
verdict 
was 
read Clerk Cox was required to read 
the interrogatories and the answers 
the jury gave to each question. 
The jury in the present trial retired 
at 12:30 o'clock Wednesday 
after­ 
noon. 
The twelve men balloted all 
night without 
reaching a 
verdict. 
About IO o’clock Thursday morning 
they asked to be re-instructed and 
Judge Honaker read the instructions 
a second time. The jury then retired 
and reached a verdict at 1:30.

W ashington, Oct. 25.—According to 
dispatches received at the state de­ 
partm ent, Dominican rebels have se­ 
cured control over practically all of 
the province of Samana, on the north 
coast of the republic.

of Samana at the head of the bay. 
They have also captured Sanchez and 
Sabana De Mer. The naval transport 
Prairie with 750 marines aboard, has 
gone to Samana bay to investigate. 
The marines will be landed if neces­ 
sary for the protection of American 
Interests. 
The state department also 
learned that fighting has taken place 
In the streets of Puerto Plata. 
There 
have been many casualties in the^e 
skirmishes. 
A general attack upon 
the city by rebels is believed to have 
taken place by now*, though the means 
of communication with Puerta Plata 
are so uncertain that nothing is known 
definitely beyond the fact that an at­ 
tack was planned.

This first section is rich with sug­ 
gestions. 
Jesus takes the man apart 
suggesting the necessity for individ­ 
ual personal dealing with God. 
Men 
are not saved en masse but as sepa­ 
rate individuals, it could not be other­ 
wise and have a man retain his per­ 
sonality. To work any cure for our 
sins Jesus demands our individual at­ 
tention. Then Jesus placed his fin­ 
gers in the man’s ears; suggesting 
the added emphasis that w*e must come 
into personal contact with God if we 
would be healed. 
We may stop to rea­ 
son (Isa. 1:18) with him but our sins, 
that be as scarlet, will not be removed 
unless w# come by personal, individ­ 
ual, experience under the blood, (Eph. 
1:7).

Our salvation is not in the words 
he spake, nor the life he lived, but th© 
life he gave (Heb. 9:12-14). 
Fellowship W itt God. 
Jesus also looked to heaven, Indicat­ 
ing that we must continue in fellow­ 
ship with God. and also indicating his 
own fellowship with the father. Jesus 
sighed over the wreck of sin. 
The son 
of man came to bear our sorrows and 
to share our griefs.

The tremendous stir Jesus caused 
is graphically suggested by Mark in 
verse one of this section. 
From far 
and near they had gathered and now 
at the end of the third day their small 
supply of food is exhausted. 
We are 
told by John (6:26, 27) why they had 
followed him, still they were deeply 
interested in hun and considered him 
to be a prophet (John 6:14). 
Never­ 
theless Jesus was moved with a com­ 
passion then, even as now he is moved 
when he beholds us in our unworth­ 
iness. 
No Hunger Too Great. 
The compassion of Jesus is a very 
active principle, it does not consist of 
sighs and lamentations, or of invest!. 
gallons and condemnation of 
condi­ 
tions. His compassion causes him to 
a c t 
But the disciples are aghast at 
his suggestion that he feed this mul­ 
titude 
of 
"about 
four 
thousand." 
“Whence shall one be able to fill these 
men with bread” (R. V.)? On the oth­ 
er occasion Jesus had asked Philip, 
who lived in the near-by town of Beth- 
saida, where they might find bread; 
but now they are in a desert place. 
It may seem strange for the disciples 
to ask such a question. 
He had fed a 
larger number with smaller resources. 
After taking stock (v. 5) Jesus com­ 
mands the people to sit down. 
He 
received their seven loaves (v. 6) and 
brake and gave, first to the disciples, 
and through them to the people. 
Such 
as they had, first given to him, respond­ 
ing to his touch, was enough and to 
spare (v. 8). When we give him our 
all he w ill bless, multiply and use. 
Our Golden Text (v. 37) is suggestive 
of a wide application in teaching this 
lesson. We have in this lesson two Inci­ 
dents as illustrations. In both we can 
see those principles that govern his 
life and ministry, viz., unvarying loy­ 
alty to God and unwearying compas­ 
sion for poor, weak humanity. As has 
already been suggested, we also sec 
that the methods of Jesus varied, ac­ 
cording to the individual need and al­ 
ways with the unswerving purpose of 
glorifying God. 
The same lesson of 
careful conservation of what remained 
is taught as in the case of the feeding 
of the five thousand.

Eiffel Tower’s Changes. 
That the EfTcl tower moves daily 
vertically and horizontally has long 
been beyond doubt. It may be seen in 
a gale swaying from side to side. 
M. 
Guillaume has beeu investigating these 
movements and has given the results 
in a paper read before the Academy of 
Science. 
Ile finds that the great iron 
structure may vary from two to three 
centimeters in height every day. The 
elevation and depression are not equal­ 
ly distributed, as only one of its sides 
may be affected by the rise or fall of 
the temperature, and thus the tower 
may be compared to a persou shifting 
his weight alternately from one foot 
to another. If a cloud covers the tower 
and hides the sun the temperature 
falls a few degrees and the tower di­ 
minishes. aud when the sun shines 
again it rapidly rises a centimeter or 
two. 
But the bolts holding the frame 
together are affected only to an in­ 
finitesimal degree. 
Therefore there is 
no danger of any violent dislocation.— 
Exchange.

Seymour Beutler. for years the iden­ 
tifier for the Pinkerton detective agen­ 
cy, died recently in New York. It was 
said of Beutler that he had knowledge 
of 13,000 crooks of various sorts and 
that those whom he knew would have 
to put on very effective disguises to 
keep him from recognizing them again. 
For years he went to state and na­ 
tional conventions to look over the 
crowd that entered the halls for fa­ 
miliar faces. 
In the race track days 
his post was outside the track to see 
that no*pickpockets got past the gate­ 
keeper. 
Most of the crooks whom he knew 
well enough to pick out of a crowd he 
had never seen, but his memory for de­ 
scriptions was so good that he seldom 
made a mistake. 
Besides descriptions, 
he made it a part of his work to mem­ 
orize the records of those he needed to 
know. 
For the past thirty years he had been 
in demand for the entrance to impor­ 
tant meetings of all sorts. 
He had 
traveled from one end of the country 
to the other identifying criminals who 
had never seen him. The ears, Beutler 
said, were his principal means of iden­ 
tification. They never change and can­ 
not be disguised. 
Mr. Beutler was a slender, gray hair­ 
ed, gray mustached man, but he had 
great powers of endurance. 
He wTas 
at work on a forgery case one time, 
where a firm of pork packers had lost 
$40,000. He traced an employee of the 
firm to Canada and then decided to put 
him under surveillance. 
Beutler hired an adjoining room and 
went two days without food or sleep, 
keeping a constant watch on his man. 
Ile wanted to see if his man had cer­ 
tain papers necessary for the case, and 
Beutler didn't leave the door until he 
made certain that the man had these. 
An arrest followed, and the forger 
settled with the firm by giving back 
$33,000. 


A rres ted Sophie Lyons. 
One of Beutler’s famous cases was 
the arrest of Sophie Lyons, the most 
notorious and clever woman thief in 
the United States, 
lie bad caught her 
once in Springfield. Mass., picking a 
pocket and tried to arrest lier. 
The 
outcry she raised brought a crowd 
down ou Beutler. aud he was badly 
beaten. 
H is identification of Billy Coleman, 
who stole $30,000 from the Coopers­ 
tow n (N. Y.) office of Ambrose Clark, 
stepson of Bishop Potter, w as consid­ 
ered rem arkable 
Coleman w as taken 
in New York w ith some of the jewels, 
but the headquarters detectives could 
not say who he was. Beutler, who had 
never seen bim* but had seen a photo­ 
graph of th»* crook once, accosted Cole­ 
man as if be had know n him well and 
the prisoner adm itted bis identity 
To P a t Shoo I v has generally been 
given credit for recovering the G ains­ 
borough portrait of the Duchess of 
Devonshire, lait the story h as been 
told th a t ii w as Rentier who first learn ­ 
ed w here the picture was. 
A convict 
sentenced to 
D annem ora, to 
whom 
Adam Worth had confided the hiding 
place o f the picture, told Beutler. an d 
afte r Sheedy had conducted the nego­ 
tiation for th e return of the picture 
Robert Pinkerton delivered it to the 
Agnews In London, the original owners. 
Ile had a wide acquaintance with 
racing men through his own connec­ 
tion with the track and was very a p ­ 
olar 
Barney Schreiber once named a 
horse 
after 
Beutler 
Beutler 
had 
tharge of the Pinkerton work at the 
Polo grounds. New York.

STRATEGIC POINT 


Outpost ot Adrianople Taken 


By Bulgars. 


MAY OUST ISLAM IN EUROPE 


With Ancient Capital Wrested From 
Turk by Infuriated People of Balkan 
States, European Turkey Will Have 
Lost Its Supremacy in That Region 
and the Next Step Will Be the Divi­ 
sion of its Territory. 


London, Oct. 25. — T he capture by 
the Bulgurs of the town and T urkish 
fortress of Kirk-Kilesseh, which has 
been of vast strateg ic im portance in 
guarding Adrianople, ag ain st which the 
Bulgarians have been directing their 
attack for the last three days, is told in 
dispatches received lu re . 
The fight­ 
ing along the fifty*-mi!e front of Bul­ 
g a r and T urks n ear A drianople is still 
going on. although dispatches have 
also been received which sta te th a t 
the B ulgarians have already tak en two 
fortresses close to Adrianople, and 
are now shelling the town. 
Both the 
T u rk s and the Servians claim trem en­ 
dous victories in Albania. 
T he T urk ­ 
ish dispatches say th at the T u rks offi­ 
cially claim to have put the m ain Serv­ 
ian arm y to flight. 
D ispatches from 
Servia say th a t the Servians have cap­ 
tured the tow n of Kum* nova. 
The fighting around Kirk-Kilesseh 
w as th* h o tte st th a t the w ar has yet 
seen. 
The Increase of the fury of the 
Bulgarian a tta c k and the T urkish de­ 
fense is attrib uted to th e developm ent 
of a flanking m ovem ent by the forces 
of Czar F erdinand . 
H e designed to 
take t!;** T urkish forcer, in the rear, 
and w hen his d etach m en t got there 
they found that the O ttom an re a r had 
been 
h* av ily 
reinforced 
by 
troops 
draw n from the d istricts w here the 
Servians aud the G reeks had been en­ 
gaging the attention of the T urk. Czar 
F erd in an d 's attem p t was c ade in an 
effort to take the town of Kifk-Kilos- 
seh froi^ the rear. 
Tf successful he 
would place the T urks betw een two 
fires and cut off th e ir line of commu­ 
nication 
w it! 
Constantinople. 
The 
T urks recognized his move, and their 
forces were throw n ag ainst his flank­ 
ing arm y in an effort to stop it. 
De­ 
spite fighting of the m ost desperate 
sort. they could not prevent him from 
capturing Kirk-Kilesseh. 


Decisive Point in the War. 
M ilitary authorities who have been 
studying the situation agree th a t the 
capture of the fortress by the Bulgar? 
may develop to he the m ost decisive 
point in th# war. 
T hey think th at the 
Turks, v ith Adrianople gone, would 
be of little power in E uropean Turkey, 
and that Adrianople cannot stand with 
Kirk-Kilesseh lost to the Bulgarians. 
T he fortress is thirty-five miles to the 
east of Adrianople. 
Its capture routs one position of de­ 
fense for the T urks and gives the Bul­ 
garians a n o th e r stronghold in their 
m arch 
tow ard 
C onstantinople, 
IOO 
miles away. 
The Bulgarians captured 
1.2*M* prisoners, several K nippa and 
rapid-fire mins. and a quantity of watr 
ons 
and 
am m unition. 
The 
Turks 
after th* * ngagem ent. began a rapid 
re tre a t to Yiza. w hich is se; enty-four 
m ib s 
north, ast 
of 
Constantinople. 
Tile T urks them selves officially admit 
th a t their troops are retreating. 
Bul­ 
garian dispatches describe the af re • 
m ath of the battle as a rout of the 
most 
com plete order, fleeing Turks 
abandoning their heavy guns to Gavel 
faster, while the Bulgarians followed 
and pressed them. 
Tile Bulgars now 
are more than tw en ty mil, s inside 
T urkish territory. 
T heir next attack 
will lie Adrianople. and th* y are in 
a position now to attack it fro;;? tbs 
west, north and northeast. 
If Adrian­ 
ople is rap tured , com m unication b**- 
tw*e* n the T urkish capital and the 
T urkish arm ies engaging the Greek# 
and the Servians in the w estern part 
of European T urkey will he cut off. 
The Greeks report that Rizah Bey’s 
arm y of 22,000 men. which the Greeks 
have driven from Serfidje. is now fac­ 
ing utter d d ruction or su rren der 
The G reeks have becked them against 
the cliffs of Mount H e rr* and now' are 
pressing them from the front, so that 
the T u rk s have no alternative but to 
fight, which m eans annihilation, o r to 
surrender. 


Russia is Interested. 
London, Oct. 25.— M. Sazenoff. the 
Russian m inister of foreign affairs, is 
here. 
It is understood th a t the pur­ 
pose of M. Sax*n o irs visit at this time 
is to discuss the situation in th e Bal­ 
kans.

to escape being prosecuted for big- 
amy. 


The divorce complaint by Lingen- 


felder says that he and his first wife 
were married in Jeffersonville. Ind., 
June 4, 1893. He makes a seri- 
ous charge against her in regard to 
her relations with 
George Isaac.-, 


who was a boarder at their home 
when they resided in Indianapolis. 


The complaint states 
that Mrs. 


Lingenfelder abandoned her husband 
January 3. 1905, after having lived 
with him little more than 11 years. The 
Indianapolis Star says today that 
three months after Isaacs 
came 


to board at the Liugeiifelders home, 
Mrs. Myrtle Lingenfelder left 
her 


husband and went to live with Isaacs. 
They have been living together ever 
since. 


Lingenfelder's divorce suit will 


probably come up next term of court, 
which opens in a few weeks. Lingen- 
felder says that he will live under his 
assumed name, Edward -Sloan, which 
name ho has used during his seven 
years' residence here, until his di- 
vorce is procured. Then he declares 
he will remarry his present wife un- 
der his real name and will be known 
by fhat name henceforth. 


No one liolds Lingenfelder respon- 


sible for his part in the bigamy tan- 
gle. .The police court judge in Indi- 
anapolis did not hold him responsible 
else he would 
have ordered

prosecuted. When Mrs. Myrtle Lin- 
senfeMer abandoned -him and went 
to live with Isaacs, he naturally sup- 
posed they were married.

JURY DISAGREES FOUR TIMES 


First Hearing Held Seven Years Ago 


in Columbus—Finish is there, 


Too. 


A litigation which has continued 


intermittenly for seven years came 
to an end when a jury at Columbus 
Thursday afternoon gave a verdict 
to Fred Wolf, plaintiff in the cele- 
brated Wolf case, for $2,000. 


The Wolfe case is famous because 


it has been tried five times—twice at 
Rushville and three times at Colum- 
bus. In each of the four former 
trials the juries disagreed. In this re- 
spect the. case holds a unique place 
in legal history. He says that old 
lawyers have told him they never 
tieard of four disagreements iu one 
case. 


Burney Wolf was a resident of 


Sreensburg and died as the result of

cars on a Big Four freight at Valley 
Junction, Ohio, about five yeai's ago. 
The case was filed in the Decatur 
Circuit Court and was taken from 
:here to Rush county on a change of 
renuc. It was tried twice there and 
the jury disagreed each time; The 
case was then taken to Anderson on 
a change of venue and was tried 
:wico, the jury failing to asrree each 
ime. 


The father brought suit for $10,- 


000 against the company, 
alleging 


'hat the accident was the result of a 
BTong signal given by the conductor 
of the train. 


The case was tried before Special 


Tndge W. Donaker in Columbus, hav- 
ing been begun on the last day of the 
September term, and was then con- 
:inucd in vacation until its conclu- 
sion. It is reported that attorneys 
for 
the plaintiff, Wolf, offered 
to 


compromise the case for $500. 


In addition to agreeing upon a 


general verdict the jury had to an- 
swer fifty-eight interrogatories sub- 
mitted by attorneys for the railroad 
company. After the 
verdict 
was 


read Clerk Cox was required to read 
he interrogatories and the answers 
:he jury gave to each question. 


The jury in the present trial retired 


at 32:30 o'clock Wednesday 
after- 


noon. 
The twelve men balloted all 


night without reaching a verdict. 
About 10 o'clock Thursday morning 
they asked to be re-instructed and 
Judge Donaker read the instructions 
a second time. The jury then retired 
and reached a verdict at 1:30.

playing on the royal yacht, and that 
Admiral Chagin was so overwhelmed 
with a sense of responsibility for the 
accident to the heir to the throne that 
he resolved to die. 


Chagin was a favorite with the im- 


perial family and was regarded as onn 
of the ablest of the Russian naval com- 
manders. He led the Russian jackies 
at Pekin during the Boxer rebellion 
and commanded the cruiser Almaz at 
Tsushima, whence he safely took her 
to Vladivostok at the outbreak of the 
war with Japan. 


Cause of Illness a Mystery. 


The nature of the czar's son's sick- j 


ness continues to be a mystery. Tliej 
court suppresses everything about him j 
except the .physicians' bulletins. T.oy- J 
al Russians are deeply concerned over j 
the matter and are most eager for in-1 
formation, but are unable to learn | 
anything except the rumors about his 
being thrown from his'pony and fall- 
ing from the spars of the royal yacht 
Standart. and other such stories. The 
czar, whose devotion to the boy is no- 
torious, is reported to be so stricken 
that Tie is unable to attend to state 
business. It is stated unofficially that 
Prof. Feodorff, who is attending the 
crown prince, on being adjured by the 
czarina to tell the whole truth, admit- 
ted that an attack of kidney disease 
had left one of the boy's kidneys seri- 
ously aflVcted. The czarina fell in a 
faint on receiving this information, 
and shortly after she revived and went 
off in another fainting spell. 
The 


shock -had the very worst effect on her 
feeble health, and she is now com- 
pletely prostrated. 


It is rumored that Chagin's suicide 


was din to a love affair. He believed 
he had been jilted by his sweetheart, 
but this proved to be a mistake. When 
the girl learned of the officer's suicide 
she cut her throat with a razor and 
fell dead.

does not need beseeching. He -whose 
heart was touched with compassion is 
ready to hear the faintest cry.

1:18) with him but our sins, 
that be as scarlet, will not be removed 
unless w* come by personal, individ- 
ual, experience under the blood, (Eph. 
1:7). 


"His blood avails for an our race, 
His blood avail* for me." 


Moistening the man's tongue with 


his own saliva sugge'sts that the source 
of healing is to be in Jesus' own per- 
son. Our salvation is not in the words 
he spake, nor the life he lived, but the 
life he gave (Heb. 9:12-14). 


Fellowship With God. 


Jesus also looked to heaven, indicat- 


ing that we must continue in fellow- 
ship with God, and also indicating his 
own fellowship with the father. Jesus 
sighed over the wreck of sin. The son 
of man came to bear our sorrows and 
to share our griefs. (Isa. 63:9). At- 
tention has been called to the sighs 
and the tears of Jesus. If our pray- 
ers were more accompanied by tears 
and heartfelt sighs they 
would be 


more* powerful. 
(cf. Romans 8:26). 


It is equally true that if our sighing 
were accompanied by more prayers 
\ve would accomplish more in his king- 
dom. 


After these preliminary and sugges- 


tive acts Jesus spoke the one word 
"Ephphatha"—Be opened—and deaf 
ears were opened to words of praise 
and counsel and to the cry of distress. 
Loosed was the man's tongue to speak 
his word of personal testimony and to 
witness for his healer. Read Isaiah 
32:1-4 and 35:4, 5. 


II. JESUS THE PROVIDER (vv. 


1-10, cf. Matt. 15:32-38.) 


The tremendous stir Jesus caused 


is graphically suggested by Mark in 
verse one of this section. From far 
and near they had gathered and now 
at the end of the third day thejr small 
supply of food is exhausted. We are 
told by John (6:2G, 27) why they had 
followed him, still they were deeply 
interested in him and considered him 
to be a prophet (John 6:14). Never- 
theless Jesus was taoved with a com- 
passion then, even as now he is moved 
when he beholds us in our unworth- 
iness. 


No Hunger Too Great. 


The compassion of Jesus is a very 


active principle, It does not consist of 
sighs and lamentations, or of investl. 
gallons and condemnation of condi- 
tions. His compassion causes him to 
act But the disciples are aghast at 
his suggestion that he feed this mul- 
titude of 
"about four thousand." 


"Whence shall one be able to fill these 
men with bread" (R. V.) ? On the oth- 
er occasion Jesus had asked Philip, 
who lived In the near-by town of Beth- 
saida, where they might find bread; 
but now they are in a desert place. 
It may seem strange for the disciples 
to ask such a question. He had fed a 
larger number with smaller resources. 


After taking stock (v. 5) Jesus com- 


mands the people to sit down. He 
received their seven loaves (v. .6) and 
brake and gave, first to the disciples, 
and through them to the people. Such 
as they had, first given to him, respond- 
ing to his touch, was enough and to 
spare (v. 8). When we give him our 
all he will bless, multiply and use. 
- Our Golden Text (v. 37) Is suggestive 
of a wide application In teaching this 
lesson. We have In this lesson two Inci- 
dents as illustrations. In both we can 
see those principles that govern his 
life and ministry, viz., unvarying loy- 
alty to God and unwearying compas- 
sion for poor, weak humanity. As has 
already been suggested, we atop see 
that toe methods of Jesus varied, ac- 
cording to the Individual need and al- 
ways wltb Uie> unswerving purpose of 
gle«fjrln«;eiod.

Eiffel Tower's Changes. 


That the Effel tower moves daily 


vertically and horizontally has long 
been beyond doubt. It may De seen in 
a gale swaying from side to side. M. 
Guillaume has beeu investigating these 
movements and has given the results 
in a paper read before the Academy of 
Science. He finds that the great iron 
structure may vary from two to three 
centimeters in height every day. The 
elevation and depression are not equal- 
ly distributed, as only one of its sides 
may be affected by the rise or fall of 
the temperature, and thus the tower 
may be compared to a person shifting 
his weight alternately from one foot 
to another. If a cloud covers the tower 
and hides the sun the temperature 
falls a few degrees and the tower di- 
minishes, and when the sun shines 
again It rapidly rises a centimeter or 
two. But the bolts holding the frame 
together are affected only to an in- 
finitesimal degree. Therefore there la 
no danger of any violent dislocation.— 
Exchange.

COTTON POOL AND 


THE SHERMAN LAW 


Is Hie Latter Designed to Con- 


trol the Former? 


Washington, Oct. 25.—The argu- 


ment submitted on behalf of the gov- 
ernment by Solicitor General Bullitt 
has been concluded and the supreme 
court has *.aken under advisement a 
case that is considered to be one of the 
most important that has arisen involv- 
ing a construction of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. The case was an ap- 
peal from the judgment of the federal 
court for the southern district of New 
York in what lias come to be known 
as the Cotton Pool case. Certain de- 
fendants, James A. Patten and others. 
were indicted for conspiring to form a 
combination to buy cotton 
to an 


amount in excess of the known crop. 
The movement was known as a cotton 
corner to bull prices and reap profits. 
The government contention raises but 
one issue. Does a combination of in- 
dividuals under an agreement to buy 
up a commodity and enhance the price 
of the same constitute a criminal con- 
spiracy in restraint of interstate com- 
merce under the Sherman anti-trust 
law? 


"For years the people of this coun- 


try have been trying to find some legal 
remedy to reach and punish those per- 
sons who run corners in a staple pro- 
duct, the effect of which, whether in- 
tended or not. is to enhance prices to 
the consumers," said Solicitor General 
Bullitt. "We believe we have the rem- 
edy in the Sherman law. This is the 
question we are asking this court tn 
settle for us." 


It is because of the unconcealed at- 


tempt of the government to use the 
anti-trust law to break up corners in 
wheat, cottcn and other commodities 
and, in fact, to put a stop to agree- 
ments to purchase, in excess of the 
known supply, contracts for the future 
delivery of such products, that invests 
the present case with so ranch inter- 
est.

JURY SAYS DEATH 


FOR LIEUT. BECKER 


Found Guilty of First De- 


gree Murder. 


Nosy York. Oct. 2.".—The verdict of 


Lieutenant Becker's jury, three min- 
utes before midnight, was "Guilty of 
murder in the first degree." The jury 
had been out seven hours and fifty- 
seven minutes. 
The convicted man 


bore up under the shock with the grim- 
ness and resolution that had charac- 
terized him all through the,trial. The 
only visible appearance of shock was 
a grayucss that spread over his dark 
face, the narrowing- of the fierce eyes 
and a contraction of the muscles of 
the throat. Presently when he lifted 
his right band and gave oath as to the 
facts of bis age and circumstances, his 
voice failed him. He could answer the 
formal questions put to Mm only in 
husky tones barely audible a few feet 
from where be stood at the bar of the 
court. The wife of the convicted man 
looked calmly at her husband as he 
stood at the bar and even summoned 
a smile for bis encouragement. Then 
she fainted. 


It has been said that Mr. Whitman.

at the degree of the verdict. This may 
not have been tho case with the coun- 
sel for Lieutenant Becker. They had 
appeared to be utterly confident, the 
more so as time went on, but before 
the wrr.ls cf the foreman fell like trip- 
hammer blows upon the nerves of 
every man and woman who was wait- 
ing when the jury came in.

THE TURKS LOSE 
STRATEGIC POINT 


Outpost of Adfianople Taken 


MAY OUST ISLAM IN EUROPE 


With Ancient Capita! Wrested From 


Turk by Infuriated People of Balkan 
States, European Turkey Will Have 
Lost Its Supremacy in That Region 
and the Next Step Will Be the Divi- 
sion of Its Territory. 


London, Oct. 25. — The capture by 


the Bulgars of the town and Turkish 
fortress • of Kirk-Kitesseh, which has 
been of vast strategic importance in 
guarding Adrianople, against which the 
Bulgarians have been directing their 
attack for the last three days, is told in 
dispatches received here. The fight- 
ing along the fifty-mile front of Bul- 
gars and Turks near Adrianople. is still 
going on, although dispatches have 
also been received which state that 
the Bulgarians have already taken two 
fortresses close to Adrianople, and 
are now shelling the town. Both the 
Turks and the Servians claim tremen- 
dous victories in Albania. The Turk- 
ish dispatches say that the Turks offi- 
cially claim to have put'the main Serv- 
ian army to flight. Dispatches from. 
Servia say that the Servians have cap- 
tured the town of Kum'enova. 


The fighting around Kirk-Kilesseh 


was the hottest that the war has yet 
seen. The increase of the fury of the 
Bulgarian attack and the Turkish de- 
fense is attributed to the development 
of a flanking movement by the forces 
of Czar Ferdinand. 
He designed to 


take the Turkish forces in the rear, 
and when his detachment got there 
they found that the Ottoman rear had 
been heavily reinforced by troops 
drawn from the districts where the 
Servians and the Greeks had been en- 
gaging the attention of the Turk. Czar 
Ferdinand's attempt was made In an 
effort to take the town of KirTc-Kiles- 
seh from, the rear. If successful he 
would place the Turks between two 
fires and cut off their line of commu- 
nication with Constantinople. 
The 


Turks recognized his move, and their 
forces were thrown against his flank- 
ing army in an effort to stop it. De- 
spite fighting of the most desperate 
sort, they could not prevent him from 
capturing Kirk-Kilesseh. 


Decisive Point in the War. 


Military authorities who have been, 


studying the situation agree that the 
capture of the fortress by the Bulgars 
may develop to be the most decisive 
point in the war. They think that the 
Turks, with Adrianople gone, would 
be of little .power in European Turkey, 
and that Adrianople cannot stand with 
Kirk-Kilesseh lost to the Bulgarians. 
The fortress is thirty-five miles to the 
east of Adrianople. 


Its capture routs one position of de- 


fense for the Turks and gives the Bul- 
garians another stronghold in their 
march 
toward Constantinople. 100 


miles awa.v. The Bulgarians captured 
1;200 prisoners, several Krupps and 
rapid-fire guns, and a quantity of wag- 
ons and ammunition. The Turks, 
after the engagement, began a rapid 
retreat to Viza, which is seventy-four 
miles northeast of 
Constantinople. 


Tile Turks themselves officially admit 
that their troops are retreating, 
liul- 


garian dispatches describe the after- 
math of the battle as a rout of the 
most complete order, fleeing Turks 
abandoning their heavy guns to travel 
faster, while the Bulgarians followed 
and pressed them. The linlgars now 
are more than twenty miles inside 
Turkish territory. Their next attack 
will be Adrianople. and they are in 
a position now to attack it from the 
west, north and northeast. If Adrian- 
ople is captured, communication be- 
tween the Turkish capital and the 
Turkish armies engaging the Greeks 
and tile Servians in the western part 
of European Turkey will be cut off. 
The Greeks report that Ilizah Bey's 
army of 22,000 men. which the Greeks 
have driven from Serfidjf, is now fac- 
ing utter instruction or surrender. 
The Greeks have backed them against 
the cliffs of Mount Pierra and now are 
pressing them from the front, so that 
the Turks have no alternative but to 
fight, which means annihilation, or to 
surrender. 


Russia Is Interested. 


London. Oct. 23.—M. Sazenoff, the 


Russian minister of foreign affairs, is 
here. 
It is understood that the pur- 


pose of. M. Sazenoff's visit at this time 
is to discuss the situation in the Bal- 
kans.
